W. J. M axey, director of the 
State Social W elfare Departm ent, 
said a decrease in relief paym ents 
is probable because the bill ex­ 
tends coverage of unemployment 
compensation. 
Under the new legislation, now 
awaiting Gov. W illiams’ signature,

workers would be covered. Previ­ 
ously, only em ployers with at least 
eight employes came under the 
plan. 
The change was made to bring 
Michigan into conformity with the 
federal law.

the sim ple reason that no one knows if

DETROIT UFI- A 33-year-old New 
York attorney who championed a 
successful campaign for recogni­ 
tion of union labor is the new chair­ 
man of the National Federation of 
Young Republicans. 
He is Charles K. McWhorter, a 
Harvard graduate with a m aster's 
degree in political science as well 
as a law degree. He beat William 
O. Barnes Jr., Republican leader 
of the New Jersey House of Rep­ 
resentatives, as the Young Repub­ 
licans closed their 1955 convention 
Saturday. 
McWhorter joined the Michigan 
delegation in pressing to passage a 
resolution giving organized labor a 
place on the federation’s executive 
board. 
Previously the board gave offi­ 
cial recognition to agriculture, in­ 
dustry, small business, college and 
other groups, but not to organized 
labor as such. 
Also adopted was a resolution 
favoring “ continuation of the Ei­ 
senhower administration policy of 
urging and co-operating with state 
governors and legislatures to .se­ 
cure or improve fair labor stand­ 
ard laws where necessary.” 
The convention shouted down a 
proposal urging that labor unions 
be placed under anti-trust laws. 
It also gave similar treatm ent to 
one endorsing so-called “ right to 
work” 
laws.
